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In this article it is not my purpose to 


discuss 
the evils of intemperance, 


either in reference to the physiological 
effects of alcohul or the economical 
evil oi the drink habit nor the political 
evils due to the saloons for they are 
acknowledged to exist to an alarming- 
extent by all candid, truthful and hon- 
•«st citizens. 


Before there was any legislation on 


the subject the right to manufacture 
and sell spirituous liquors was abso- 
lutely free and unrestricted to all per- 
sons—Ss much so as the right of the 
farmer to sell his rye. But in the 
lapse of time it was plainly seen by the 
good and wise men of the nation that 
this free and unrestricted liberty to 
manufacture and sell spirituous liquors 
was creating poverty, crime and in- 
sanity in the nation. Hence some re- 
straining legislation became an abso- 
lute necessity for the preservation of 
the homes and society. Then our Pro- 
vincial, and afterwards our state gov- 
ernment undertook in their wisdom to 
devise some method for its restraint 
and regulation. 
They conceived the 


p'an of issuing a license to the dealer 
for which he was required to pay a 
fixed sum of money. They evidently 
supposed that by thia plan the liquor 
traffic could be restrained and regu- 
lated and at the same time yield a con- 
siderable revenue to support the gov- 
ernment. But both these conceptions 
proved to be fallacious for the reason 
that they were fundamentally wrong. 
"No legislation founded on unsound 
principles can accomplish a permanent 
good, whatever be the present seem- 
ing." 


I am of the opinion that it would 


have been a much wiser and more 
effective plan to have prohibited by 
law, absolutely and entirely, the man- 
ufacture and sale of all spirituous 
liquors except for medicinal and man- 
ufacturing purposes. And it is very 
probable that some day the mighty 
and potent moral sentiment of thi 
whole country will compel the govern 
ment to adopt this course in order to 
save the mass of the people from 
drunkenness and pauperism. 


The Continental 
congress of 1774 


adopted this resolution: 
"Resolved 


That it be recommended to the several 
legislatures of the United States imme- 
diately to pass laws the most effectual 
for putting an immediate stop to the 
pernicious pratiee of distilling grain by 
which the most extensive evils are 
likely to be derived if not quickly pre- 
vented." In this resolution our patri 
otic forefathers expressed in strong- 
language the vision they clearly be 
helci of the fearful curse of intemper 
ance which is now wasting our beloved 
country. 


The legal r'ght (without reference to 


the moral right) of the government 
over all forms of trade and traffic is 
one that has been fully established for 
generations. It can under law, regu 
late, suppress, or destroy any form of 
traffic which it considers immoral to 
the well-being of the state. 


In the supreme court of the United 


States Justice Harlan said, "That leg- 
islation by a state prohibiting the man- 
ufacture within her limits of intoxicat- 
ing liquors to be there sold or bartered 
for general use as a beverage does not 
necessarily infringe any right, privi- 
lege or immunity secured by the con- 
stitution of the United States, is made 
clear by the decisions of this court." 


Justice McClean said, "A state regu- 


lates its domestic commerce, contracts 
and transmission of estates, real and 
personal, and acts 
upon internal 


matters which relate to its moral and 
political welfare." Under this errone 
ous method the Provincial government 
enacted the act of 1721, declaring that 
all persons were prohibited to sell, 
barter or deliver any wine, rum, bran- 
dy, or other spirituous liquors; beer, 
eider or mixed strong drinks without a 
license to do so. 


By the act of 1834 the state declared, 


"No person shall keep a tavern with- 
out a license, etc.," and by the act of 
1841 a tavern is defined to be a place 
"to sell wines, spirituous and other 
strong drinks." 


The granting of a license does not 


restrict the sale of liquor—its only 
effect is to give those few persons who 
are able to secure licenses a monopol/ 
of the business, whereby they enrich 
themselves in a few years. The his- 
tory of the liquor license system since 
its inception will show that the greater 
the number of licenses granted the 
greater became the sale and consump- 
tion of spirituous liquors'. 
And in 


case of the expected revenue from the 
license system statistics will show that 
where the government has received 
one dollar as revenue from the traffic it 
has cost it fifty dollars to cover the 
costs and expenses of our criminal 
courts, our jails, our almshous°s and 
our insane asylums which have been 
almost entirely made necessary by the 
improper use of liquor as a beverage. 
It is, therefore, very plain that our 
early, wise and well-meaning law- 
makers and forefathers have made a 
stupendous and horrible mistake. 


The most cogent and irrefutable ar 


gument for the prohibition of the man- 
ufacture and sale of spirituous liquors 
as a beverage is that it would be for 
the welfare of the whole human race. 
All toxocologists agree that alcohol is 
the only substance, known in nature, 
•which destroys all the fine affections 
and unbridles all the brutal passions 
in man. In fact its constant use, in 
many cases, transforms men into hu- 
man tigers when horrible tragedies are 
only questions of time. And further it 
is as utterly impossible, under existing 
laws, to regulate and control properly 
and-effeetually the liquor traffic as it 
would be to control in like manner a 
pack of hungry wolves let loose upon a 
defenseless community—for they are 
as void of moral sentiment as that class 
of men who violate the laws daily in 
selling whiskey to habitual drunkards 
and boys under age. 


TBMPEIUJtCE. 


In the early-settlement of Pennsyl- 


vania there were very few stores and 
they were generally opened 
in the 


towns—cross-road stores 
were un- 


known. 
And our early law-makers 


were so prodigal with liquor licenses 
that they did not confine them to tav- 
erns or inns, but also granted them to 
merchants to enable them to sell 
spirituous liquors along with merchan- 
dise. This advertisement was publish- 
ed ID the True American in Bedford, 
August 17, 1814: 
"An excellent and 


general assortment of goods, wares and 
merchandise. 
Likewise a large sup- 


ply of the choicest liqnoi-s, to wit: 
wines, brandy, fpirits, gin, whiskey, 
rum ,etc." 


My father was a merchant in Bed- 


ford from 1827uptolS37. Like all the 
other merchants of that time his 
license covered both merchandise and 
liquors. 
I remember very well that 


the Bedford stores had three blue kegs 
on a shelf back of the counter labeled 
respectively, wine, brandy, whiskey. 
During these years people came from 
the borders of Somerset, Cambria and 
Huntingdon counties and from near 
Cumberland, Md., to buy merchandise 
of various kinds. They generally came 
once or twice in a year in wagons and 
in winter on sleds and brought their 
families with them. 
It was then the 


custom as soon as these people entered 
the stores to offer the nomen and chil- 
dren a little wine and the men some- 
thing 
stronger, 
perhaps whiskey. 


Then such a thing- as a temperance so- 
ciety was not in existence and in point 
of fact it was not thought of. How- 
ever, in 1833 my father saw clearly that 
the liquor business was wrong and sin- 
ful. 
To see this was to act. He imme- 


diately declared that he would have 
nothing more to do with it. 


He was a man of deep convict'ons and 
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when he saw that selling liquor was 
wrong he was not contented to quit 
the business himself but he felt it to 
be his duty to persuade others to do 
likewise. I may safely say that he 
was the first and the original teraper- 
ance man in Bedford county. At once 
he commenced holding temperance 
meetings throughout the county. The 
first one was held in Bedford, Septem- 
ber 133'3. He had many meetings in 
Bedford, Sehellsburg the Great Cove 
and at other places. He addressed all 
these meetings and then he secured 
the services of Kev. Breckenridge, Rev. 
Eeiley and others, to assist him. His 
addresses were published in the Bed- 
ford 
papers in 1S32 and 1S33. He 


organized the Bedford County Temper 
ance society with John Mower, Esq., 
as secretary, on March 28, 1833. This 
society held many meetings and was 
usually addressed by some one and if 
there was no other person on hand my 
father responded. From that day in 
September 1832 xintil the day of his 
death in 1S02, he never relaxed his 
efforts to stop the liquor traffic, and in 
this good work he was nobly supported 
by many of the best citizens in the 
county. He ^ as maligned, abubed and 
threatened, but conscious of the recti- 
tude of his course, he went right on 
with his noble work regardless of de- 
nunciation, loss of business and the 
eontinned opposition of the liquor in- 
terests. 
Among other absurd stories 


set afloat by his enemies was that he 
declared that he was iu favor of cut- 
ting down a 1 the apple orchards in 
Bedford countj so that no more cider 
could be made. To show ho T absurd 
this story was I know that no man wos 
fonder of having good apple orchards 
than he was. He planted many young 
orchards. I remember that in 1831 I 
helped him to plant one near Bedford 
and another one in 1S33 in Sehellsburg 
Many times my brothers, John and 
Abraham, and myself were compelled 
to resent the above charge when hurl- 
ed at TIS when we were boys. 


But it is quite different today. 
A 


man may now advocate temperance 
without'any fear of injury to his busi- 
ness, property or reputation 


When the Sons of Temperance were 


organised they adopted an age limit 
for membership admission. This limit 
excluded my father. I will never for- 
get the pathos of my aged father when 
he said to me, "It was too bad to ex- 
clude me on account of mj'age.'' 


(Iiegret exceedingly that I have not 


lad access to the Bedford newspapers 
published from 1S33 to I860 for then I 
could have given further details of the 
early events. With the exception of a 
few notes taken some years ago from 
THE GAZETTE of 1S33 and 1S33 I have 
aeen compelled to rely entirelv upon 
my recollections.) 


P. S. I will be greatly obliged for 


any old papers or information in re- 
gard to the early history of Bedford 
county.

According to the most authentic re- 


ports Ironi Sail Francisco, the earth- 
quake and follow ing lire destroyed the 
finest buildings as well as the poorest 
in the city, says the N'ew York Times. 
The flames went marching up the hill 
from the downtown sections, where 
huddled the Chinese by the thousands, 
to Van Ness avenue, the Fifth avenue 
of Snn Francisco, destroying some of 
the most palatial homes. 
Here are 


brief descriptions of some of the best 
known buildings iu tho city that were 
destroyed: 


Talaee and Grand Hotels.—The Pal- 


ace hotel, at Market and New Mont- 
gomery streets, covered two and a 
half ncres of laud. It was seven sto- 
ries high. The building cost $7,000,000 
and was projected by the late W. C. 
Ralston. The Palnee was the most fa- 
mous hotel in the city. It was the ren- 
dezvous of many notable men about 
town, pnrticulnrli' the gourmands of 
Sail Franc-i-co. 


The building was .1 huge pile of 


stone nnd brick, iu the- center of which 
was a court Si by 144 feet. It had a 
bitumen drive for carriages fifty feet 
in diameter. The floor of tlie prom- 
enade was paved with marble. The 
west end of tho court was encircled by 
a series of Doric: pillars of classic de- 
sign. The pillars were surmounted by 
a coping on v, hicli wore tropical plants 
and (lowers. Tables and settees were 
usually scattered about the court.

The Palace hotel was provided with 


reading ami smoking rooms, social, 
women's and men's parlors, telegraph 
offices, billiard rooms, live elevators, n 
restaurant and a gull loom, which was 
considered one of the most elegant din- 
ing apartments for men in the world. 
The outer and inner partitions were of 
brick flora top to bottom, Four arte- 
sian wells furnished the hotel with wa- 
ter. From the top of the hotel a fine 
birtlscye view of the city could be ob- 
tained. The extent of the corridors 
amounted to some two and a half 
miles. The style of the building was 
peculiarly San Franciscan, bay win- 
dows abounding. 


The Cliff House.—This stood on Point 


Lobos, at the south head of the Golden 
Gate, on the extreme western coast of 
the peninsula upon which San Fran- 
cisco was built. It slid into the sea. It 
was a favorite resort In the summer, 
attracting thousands from the thickly 
settled eastern section of San Fran- 
cisco. One could sit on the veranda 
and look out oier the ocean and'watch 
eea lions plaj ing around the rocks a 
few hundred yards distant. Out to the 
south he could see a long line of sea- 
beach upon ttbieb the breakers rolled 
On a clc.ir day Farallouo islands, twen- 
ty-six miles distant, can be seen from 
the spot where stood the Cliff House. 


The huge structure that slid into the 


sea was designed after a French cha- 
teau of tlie seventeenth century. Run- 
ning around it was an inclosed bal- 
cony 
There were parlors, 
dining 


rooms and halls where photographs of 
local objects of Inteicst and curios 
were sold. 


Ulie Cliff Ilouse has suffered several 


disasters. It was first built in 1803. It 
Mas partly wrecked In July, 1SSG, when 
the scbooncr Parallel dnfled inshore 
with 80,000 pounds of dynamite on 
board. which exploded. Having been 
rebuilt, It was burned to the ground on 
Christmas night of ISOi. Cliff House 
was seven miles from the Palace hotel, 
and several car lines led to it. Its 
keepers boasted that Presidents Grant, 
Hayes and Harrison had stood on its 
balconies 


Mills Building.—This was one of the 


finest buildings in the city, being ten 
stories high and made of California 
marble, ll^ht pressed brick nod terra 
cotta. It cost ?1 500,000 end was put

Built of 
iron, stone, brick nnd marble through- 
out, it was thought to be pi oof against 
both earthquakes and flies. 


City Hall —This occupied a large 


three cornered tract of land bounded 
by Lnrkin and McAllister streets and 
City Hall avenue It required twenty- 
five years to erect thjs building, and 
San Franciscans learned to designate a 
long penod by saying, "As long as it 
will take to build the city hall." It 
cost between J7,000,000 and $0,000,000. 
Connected with the city hall was the 
Hall of Records, which was surmount- 
ed by a dome 134 feet high. The build- 


ing was surrounded by Corinthian pil- 
lars forty-eight feet high. 


The land upon which the city hall 


stood was formerly the Yerba Bueua 
cemeteiy, and there once lay the bod- 
ies of the early pioneers of the city. 
The bod,es were removed to Laurel 
Hill and other cemeteries in the early 
sixties In the northwest wing of the 
building was the city prison. The Re- 
ceiving hospital occupied a like posi- 
tion in tho southwest wing. 


St Ignatius' Church—This was the 


biggest chuich in the city. It stood in 
the 
fashionable 
district on Hayes 


street, between Van Ness avenue and 
Fnvikl'n street. It cost $2,000,000 and 
was the finest Jcsu tieal ctiurch in the 
world 
Its sjjires, 275 feet high, were 


the tallest in California. Its organ was 
the second largest In America and was 
the only one on the coast operated by 
electricity 
It weighed 100,000 pounds. 


Its central columns were surmounted 
by life sized angels, with trumpets, 
and the outer ones supported huge 
uins holding burning torches. The or- 
gan v>a» presented to the church by 
Mrs. Welch. The main hall ot the 
church was 200 feet long. • Hanging 
over the altar was a large oil painting 
representing the reception In heaven 
of St. Ignatius Loyola.

most rare is tbe Imcklcya, which has 
disappeared from'all known places ex- 
cept two—Paint Rock, in North Caro- 
lina, tbe refujre of plants Iu hiding, 
aud Wolf Creek, in Tennessee.

foliage is c'elicato ancl graceful, and it 
bears oily little nuts of a rather agree- 
able flavor.

It lives 
usually on the Carolina hemlock, 
perpetual guest to this host plant and 
doing uo work for itself —iu other 
words, it i'j a secret parasite, as the 
mistletoe i.

THE GLOBE OF MARS. 


Wttat \Vc Know to jl Certainty About 


the Planet. 


We know thai tbe yetu'3 of Mars, al- 


most twice as loag as ours, are com- 
posed of GSU days, 23 liours, 30 minutes 
and 41 seconds, and surely nothing 
need be more precise. "U'e know also 
Hiat the duration of day and night, or, 
)o speak more exactly, flint of the diur- 
nal rotation, is 21 hours, 37 minutes 
and 22 U3-100 seconds. We know fur- 
ther that since the inclination of Its 
axis of rotation is 24 degrees 52 
minutes the seasons there are sensibly 
of the same intensity as upon our 
planet. 
Besides, with our own eyes 


we see the polar snows rnelt during the 
summer and reappear in the winter. 


Furthermore, we know very exactly 


the geography of this neighboring 
globe, and in this respect there Is hard- 
ly any more mystery for us than In Its 
calendar. Wo have observations and 
detailed drawings of its continents, Its 
seas, its streams, its Islands, Its capes, 
the mouths of its great rivers and Its 
canals—there is not, one might say, a 
single point uyon the surface of Mars 
which has not boon the object of per- 
petual study on the part of various ob- 
servers. 


Still further, we know also the den- 


sity of this globe as woll as the in- 
tensity of gravity upon its surface, and 
these are two dominating; elements In 
the organization of its living residents. 
The -whole globe of Mars, which has a 
diameter of about half that of the 
earth (528 thousandths—0,728 kilome- 
ters or 4,281 miles) weighs only 105 
thousandths of our globe, or 625,584 
qulntillions of kilograms. The density 
of the materials which compose Jlars 
Is inferior to that of tbe substances 
which compose the earth in the propor- 
tion of 711 to 1,000. If we compare 
this density with that of wnter, for 
example, we find that the mean density 
of the earth Is five and a half times 
(5.50) greater than that of water, or, 
In other words, our globe weighs five 
and one-half times as much as a globe 
of water of the same dimensions. But 
Mars weighs not quite four times (3.91) 
as much as a globe of water of its di- 
mensions. Its component substances 
are, then, less dense than ours. 


Once more, gravity there Is much, 


less powerful than upon the earth, In 
the proportion of 370 to 1,000—that Is 
to say that a mass of 1,000 pounds 
transported to liars and there weighed 
by a spring balance would weigh only 
3?0 pounds and that a man weighing 
100 pounds upon the earth would weigh, 
oniy BO pounds upon the surface of the 
neighboring globe. Here we have ab- 
solute data, demonstralrd mathematic- 
ally and Indisputable, data with which 
Imagination has nothing -whatever to 
do.

Many men who are 
clean shaven In earlier life permit their 
beards to grow wheu they have reach- 
ed mlJille age. In consequence (If the 
theory of the physician quoted be cor- 
rect), the hair begins to fall off the top 
of thoir heads. It is a fatal mistake. 
The frequent and regular use of a ra- 
zor Is the best insurance against bald- 
ness. It would seem, says this physi- 
cian, as if nature could provide for the 
support and nourishment of only a cer- 
tain amount of hair.

It 
has been suir-ested that the idea is 
that, beins slre-uly dead, tlie captor 
will not trouble to kill them. More 
probably it i3 merely a ruse in the hope 
that by lyiiis still they may be forgot- 
ten and crawl oft presently unobserved. 
Another reason is suggested by the 
fact that cats- and the cat tribe do not 
often touch their prey unless it moves.
